Approval of the Minutes 

(Miller, Krol) "move that Council approve the minutes of

Council members were asked to comment on the format of the 
minutes as presented. This format included extensive verbatim 
transcription with minor editorial changes. Since it was 

found that the minutes were too extensive and cumbersome to 
read,in this format, that, henceforth all Council meetings will 
be recorded but that the minutes would appear in edited and 
summary form. 


Chair Remarks 


The Chair announced the appointment of the new Vice-Rector, 
Academic responsible for the Faculty of Fine Arts was 

Mr. Francis White. His appointment will be effective as of 
May 1, 1985. An extensive report has been prepared for 
presentation to Mr. White outlining the history of the Faculty 
of Fine Arts and an over-view of creative and research 
activities presently being pursued within each discipline. 
Department. Heads will receive a copy of this report for their 
information before it is forwarded to the Vice-Rector. 


Professor Emeritus 


The Senate motion "that Senate approve in principle, the 
establishment of the category of Professor Emeritus" was 
discussed. 

The general consensus of members was that they were in favour 
of the establishment of the title of Professor Emeritus. Since 
there was no formal motion tabled, the following points outline 
the discussion. 


3. cont'd Questions centered around the issue of what the phrase 
"and will continue to make" meant. If this implied that 
there wculd be future and continued contributions to the 
University, how binding would this be if there was no 
contractual agreement included with the conferring of the 
title. 


There was disagreement expressed that the title was exclusive 
to the rank of Full Professor since the rank of Associate 
Frofessor was now considered to be a career rank. 


It was understood that the use of the category of Professor 
Emeritus implied on honorary title only and that there was 

to be no contractual agreement. It was also understood that 
once the admissibility criteria in terms of length of service 
in the rank had been met, that this did not automatically 
ensure the conferring of the title of Professor Emeritus. 


4. Curriculum Report 


There was no curriculum report, however, the Chair announced 
that individuals should begin to look into the possibilities 

of special topic courses that could be offered within the 
coming years, that would be sponsored by the Faculty. For 
example the special topics course entitled "Women - Visual and 
Performing Arts, F.A.498" is being sponsored by the Dean during 
the next academic session. 

Recommendations should be forwarded through the Curriculum 


Committee.

Annual Report 1984-85 - Permanent Review Committee on the 
Status of Women, Faculty of Fine Arts - This report was 


presented to Ccuncil members and since members had not had the 
opportunity to read it, it was suggested that the Report be 
tabled at the next meeting of Council scheduled for May 3rd. 
This would also afford the opportunity for all members of 
Council to receive and review the Repcrt before that meeting. 


Included also, with the Report, was the following motion 
*Motion: 
(Falsetto, Byers) "move that in order that the Faculty of 
Fine Arts respect its non-sexist language policy, the term 
"Chairman" should be used only when referring to men. The 
Committee strongly recommends the use of "chair". If other 
alternatives are desired, "chairperson" o1 the "chairwoman- 
chairman" tandem may be used."

University Scholarship & Awards Committee 
Prof. D. Andrus broug. Orward statistical information 
concerning the awarding of Graduate Fellowships by the Awards 
Committee as follows; 
Out of 725 applications, 32 fellowships were awarded 
Applications are ranked, by Department and out of the 
725 - 220 applications were considered by the: Committee. 
The Committee was composed of a faculty member from Chemistry, 
Engineering, Commerce, Philosophy and Fine Arts. 
Of the 220 applications, 26 Applications were considered from 
the Faculty of Fine Arts - 6 of the Fine Arts students were 
eventually awarded a grant. 
He urged that faculty members help students prepare their 
"letters of intent" in the proper manner i.e. well written, 
lucid etc. so that their application would be considered in 
a favourable light.
